A valiant and magnanimous Knight of the Order has been called by the Grand Commander 
of the Universe. Right Eminent Sir Samuel Crocker Lawrence passed to the Grand Asylum above 
at his home in Medford, Mass., on Sunday, September 24, tt. 
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He was truly a good man — one honored, respected, and loved by men of all classes, conditions 
and creeds; one who exemplified the great principles of Truth, Justice and Toleration. 
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He will be sadly missed, but we know that the good he has done will live after him, and that his 
example remains to stimulate us to devote our lives to the cause of all that is just, right and true. 

The funeral services in honor of this valiant Knight were held Wednesday afternoon, Septem- 
ber 27, in the Lawrence Armory in Medford. In keeping with the modest and unassuming nature of 
the one who had departed, they were simple and brief. From 12 noon to 1 o’clock p.m. the body lay 
in state in the Rotunda, and at 2.15 the service was conducted by Sir Knight and Rey. Frederick W. 
Hamilton, D.D., President of Tufts College, assisted by the Harvard Male Quartet. 

During the noon hour while the body lay in state, a constant stream of people filed into the Rotunda 
and viewed the face of their departed friend. Hundreds of school children with their teachers and par- 
ents, the local trades people, who had closed their stores, and many persons from all parts of Medford 
and from neighboring cities were in the procession. 

Right Eminent Sir Lawrence was born in Medford, Mass., November 22, 1832, the son of Daniel 
and Elizabeth Crocker Lawrence. His ancestry may be traced back through twenty-four generations 
to the English family of Lawrence in the twelfth century, one of whom was knighted by-King Richard 
Coeur de Lion for bravery at the siege of Acre. 

His early education was obtained in the Medford schools. He finished the course at the High 
School in 1847 and fitted for Harvard College at Lawrence Academy at Groton, and was graduated 
with honors in the celebrated class of 1855. In college he was a member of the Phi Beta Kappa Society. 
He was particularly proficient in the higher mathematics and in 1858 he received the degree of A.M. 

In early manhood General Lawrence started on two lines of activity in which he afterwards 
became famous, military affairs and Masonry. 

The year that he was graduated from College found him a Third Lieutenant in the Lawrence 
Light Guard (Company E, 5th Regiment), which was named in honor of his father. 

In 1859 he was promoted to be Colonel of the Fifth Regiment. Believing that war between the 
states was inevitable, Colonel Lawrence began to get his regiment in readiness. With Gen. Benjamin 
F. Butler he urged upon Governor Banks and later Governor Andrew, the necessity of preparedness. 
One result of his early activity was the great review of the State Troops under Governor Banks in 1859, 
the first muster of the entire militia of Massachusetts. When the call came from President Lincoln for 
troops in 1861, Colonel Lawrence was attending a mass meeting in the Medford Town Hall. Word 
was sent him at his seat on the stage. He made the closing address of the meeting and in simple lan- 
guage he pledged his own services and life to the cause of the Nation, and besought every able-bodied 
citizen of the town to show his patriotism. 

On April 18 he issued marching orders to his command, These were taken by his brother, Daniel 
W. Lawrence, to the commanders of the different companies during the dark hours of the night before 
the 19th of April, and it is a notable coincidence that Mr. Lawrence’s hurried journey followed the same 
route taken by Paul Revere just eighty-six years before in his famous Midnight Ride. 

Colonel Lawrence-was with his regiment at the Batde of Bull-Run and was wounded in the side 
by a splinter from a shattered tree. He was left for dead on the field of battle. Afterwards an adju- 
tant discovered what he supposed was his lifeless body among the inanimate forms of the soldiers. With 
the assistance of another soldier the adjutant carried Colonel Lawrence to a brook, where he was re- 
vived; then by slow stages they worked their way from the field into the Union lines. Ten days after 
the battle the regiment was mustered out of service. Colonel Lawrence, although suffering much from 
his wound, returned with his command and on its arrival home received an enthusiastic ovation from 
the people of Boston and neighboring towns. 

When the war broke out President Lincoln offered Colonel Lawrence a Colonelcy in the Regular 
Army, but he knew his men, between whom and himself there was a strong attachment, and he pre- 
ferred to stay with them. It was afterwards confessed by West Pointers that Colonel Lawrence was 
their equal in everything that pertained to a complete soldier. 


On July 9, 1862, he was commissioned by Gov. John A. Andrew as Brigadier-General of the 
State Militia, which rank he resigned August 20, 1864. 

In July, 1863, occurred the draft riot in Boston. Brigadier-General Lawrence reported under 
a special order at the State House at the outbreak of the riot and remained in service under arms until 
quiet was restored. 

For many years General Lawrence was an active member of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Boston, the oldest military organization in the country, and in 1869 he was 
its commander. 

Foremost in Masonry. For many years General Lawrence had been one of the most prominent 
members of the Masonic Fraternity in the country. During the years 1909 and 1910 he held the ex- 
alted position of Sovereign Grand Commander of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite, 33d degree, of the 
Northern Masonic Jurisdiction. 

He received his first degrees in Masonry, October 5, 1854, in Hiram Lodge of West Cambridge 
(now Arlington), and October 26 he was made a Master Mason. When Mt. Hermon Lodge of Med- 
ford was instituted that same year he was one of the thirteen charter members, and at the time of his 
death was the only surviving charter member. He was the sixth Worshipful Master of the Lodge, 1862 
to 1865. 

During the years 1881, 1882 and 1883 he was the Most Worshipful Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts. He was exalted in St. Paul’s Royal Arch Chapter of Boston in 1855, and 
became a charter member of Mystic Royal Arch Chapter of Medford in 1867 and was High Priest dur- 
ing the years 1878, 1879 and 1880. He was also a charter member of Medford Council Royal and Select 
Masters in 1889, having previously received his degrees in Boston Council R. and S. M. 

The honors of Knighthood were conferred upon him in DeMolay Commandery, No. 7, at 
Boston, in 1856, and in 1858 he became a member of Boston Commandery and was Eminent Commander 
in 1873, 1874 and 1875. He was also an Honorary Member of Joseph Warren Commandery of Boston, 
St. Johns Commandery of Philadelphia and Apollo Commandery of Chicago. 

In 1875 he was elected Deputy Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, declining at that time further advancement. In 1894 he was elected Grand Com- 
mander of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island and served as Chairman of 
the Committee when the famous Triennial Conclave was held in Boston in 1895, and to his able man- 
agement and generosity the marked success of this great Conclave was largely due. 

He received the degrees in the Royal Order of Scotland in May, 1878, and was one of the origi- 
nal members of the Provincial Grand Lodge of the Order for the United States of America, and a mem- 
ber of the mother body of the Royal Order of Scotland. 

He was also a charter member of Lafayette Lodge of Perfection, Giles F. Yates Council 
Princes of Jerusalem; Gourgas Chapter of Rose Croix and DeWitt Clinton Consistory. In 1867 he 
was the foremost one of those who united in harmonizing all interests and forming the present 
Supreme Council 33d degree Masons, of the Northern Jurisdiction. 

As a student of the history of the various Masonic bodies he had gathered one of the most 
complete and valuable Masonic libraries in existence. 

As a man of business General Lawrence had a long and successful career. He filled with honor 
the office of director of institutions of finance and those of a charitable nature. For many years he served 
as director of various railroads, notably the Eastern, Maine Central, Boston & Maine, and Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé, and in whatever endeavor he participated he achieved success. 

He was the first mayor of the city of Medford. Never a seeker of political office, General Law- 


rence refused repeated inducements to enter upon a political career, including a unanimous nomina= 
tion for Congress in a strong Republican district. 


Right Eminent Sir Lawrence was a many-sided man of large and varied interests and in many 


respects was one of the best known men in New England. In whatever direction he lent his interests 
he devoted himself heart and soul and made his mark. He was a master of details, while at the same 
time he possessed a marvelous grasp of large questions. 

Loyalty, honor and kindness were cardinal virtues with him. A courtly gentleman, uniformly 
genial and considerate of others, a friend to those who were in need; one whose word could be depended 
upon and whose advice was consistently sought in large matters of state or business, or by a friend in 
the smaller details of daily life, he was the friend of all. 

In April, 1859, he married in Charlestown Miss Carrie Rebecca, daughter of the Rev. William 
and Rebecca Badger of Wilton, Me. 

As a tribute of respect to our beloved Frater it is hereby ordered that the banners, jewels and 
altars of this Grand Commandery be draped in mourning for ninety days and that the same mourning 
be worn on the jewels, banners and altars of each subordinate Commandery for a like period. 

This Order will be read at the head of the lines in each body at the next regular Conclave after 
its receipt and be spread in full upon the records.

Wednesday, August 6. Leave Boston via the Boston & Maine Railroad 
(Fitchburg Division) at 6.00 p.m. in Pullman cars by special train. 

Thursday, August 7. Arrive Montreal at 6.30 a.m. and at seasonable hour 
transfer to the Place Viger Hotel for breakfast and luncheon. Leave 
Montreal by the Canadian Pacific Railway at 4.00 p.a. During the day 
there will be ample time to visit the celebrated Church of Notre Dame 
and St. James Cathedral, as well as Mount Royal, a magnificent park 
overlooking the city. 

Friday, August 8. Arrive Detroit at 8.00 a.m. and leave by the Wabash 
Railroad at 10.00 A.st. our route being through southern Michigan. The 
train will be due at Chicago 6.00 p.m. and leave immediately by the 
Santa Fe route. 

Saturday, August 9. The Mississippi River will be crossed at Fort Madison 
in the early morning and at 8 a.m. Kansas City will be reached. A stay 
of two hours, or until 10.00 a.a., will be made, when the journey west- 
ward will be continued and the great State of Kansas crossed during the 
day.

The parade 
taking place on the former day leaves Wednesday for visiting the Capitol, 
one of the great smelting plants near the city, and other places of interest. 

Thursday, August 14. Leave Denver at 9.00 a.m. via the Denver and Rio 
Grande Railroad “The Scenic Line,” passing Colorado Springs, Pueblo, 
and through the Royal Gorge in the mid-afternoon. At Leadville the 
railroad reaches an altitude of 10,190 feet, nearly two miles, and the 
entire day’s journey will be through some of the grandest scenery of the 
country. 

Friday, August 15. Before reaching Salt Lake City at 2.35 p.m., we cross the 
Wasatch Range at Soldier Summit and later enter the valley of the 
Jordan, While in Salt Lake City there will be ample, opportunity to visit 
the Mormon Temple and Tabernacle and go by train to Salt Lake, some 
sixteen miles distant. Leave Salt Lake City at 11.45 p.m. via the 
Oregon Short Line. 

Saturday, August 16. The day will be spent traveling through the interest- 
ing scenery of Southern Idaho. 


Sunday, August17. During the forenoon the railroad follows the course of 
the Columbia River where the scenery is by turn grand and beautiful.

took place at his home in Lowell, Mass., Thursday, October 31, 1912. 
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“Those who knew him best loved him the most.” 
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Right Eminent Sir Charles Adams Stott was born in Dracut, Mass., August 18, 1835, 
the only child of Charles and Sarah MacAdams Stott. He died at him home at Lowell, 
Thursday, October 31, 1912. 

He was descended from a sturdy and respectable English ancestry, which belonged 
to that class of immigration, the members of which, by their honesty of purpose, fortitude 
under trial, and sense of responsibility, have done so much to improve the condition, 
develop the energies and broaden the resources of their adopted country. 

His father, Charles Stott, was born in Rochdale, England, August 21, 1799, and came to 
America in 1826, finally settling in Dracut in 1828, where, in company with Joseph Garnet, 
Robert Whittaker and a Mr. Fittin, he hired an old woolen mill and machinery at the 
“Navy Yard,” in which he carried on the woolen business for four or five years, afterwards 
assuming the agency of the Belvidere Woolen Mills of Lowell, in which position he con- 
tinued until his death, in 1882. He also built the Stirling Mills. 

Thus the Stott name was identified with the earliest beginnings of the woolen industry 
in Lowell and Major Stott continued in his father’s business. 

He received his education in the public schools of Lowell, being graduated from the 
high school. His first occupation was in the hardware store of Burbank & Chase and 
then for one year as clerk in the counting room of the Merrimack Manufacturing Co. 
Going to the Belvidere Woolen Mills in 1856, he occupied the position of clerk and pay- 
master until his father’s death in 1882, when he succeeded him as agent and treasurer. 

Major Stott, previous to the War of the Rebellion, was captain of Company H, Sixth 
Regiment, M. V. M., and upon that regiment’s enlistment he was mustered in as its major, 
serving during his nine months’ service under Colonel Follansbee, at Suffolk, Va. 

He was a member of High Street Congregational Church and had given much of 
his time and effort to the affairs of the church. His was always the familiar figure at the 
social affairs of the church, being uniformly either the presiding officer, toastmaster or 
principal speaker. 

He married first Mary E., daughter of George W. Bean of Lowell. ‘hey had one 
daughter, Lilla A., born July 24, 1858. His wife died in December, 1860, and on December 
3, 1863, he married Lizzie Williams of Concord, N.H., who with their four children, Mrs. 
Frank W. Howe, Miss Edith Stott, Charles W. Stott and Miss Marion Stott, survives him. 

Major Stott was a prominent member of the Masonic fraternity, with which organiza- 
tion he was connected for over fifty years, having received his degrees in Pentucket Lodge 
December, 1859. He was a member of Kilwinning Lodge, joining that lodge as a charter 
member in 1866. Exalted a member of Mt. Horeb Royal Arch Chapter February 16, 


1861; of Ahasuerus Council October 1, 1866; Past Commander of Pilgrim Commandery 


in 1867 and 1868; elected Grand Senior Warden of the Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island in 1867, serving as Grand Captain General 
and Grand Generalissimo and elected Grand Commander in 1873; member of the Massa- 
chusetts Consistory and honorary member of the Supreme Council, Scottish Rite, of 
thirty-third degree; member of Massachusetts Commandery, Loyal Legion; Post 42, 
G.A.R., of which he was commander in 1874 and 1875; and member of The Club of Lowell, 
Lowell Board of Trade, National Association of Wool Manufacturers, of Boston; director 
in the Prescott National Bank, president of the Lowell Mutual Fire Insurance Company 
and an honorary member of the Massachusetts and Rhode Island Association of Knights 
Templars Commanders. 

In politics he was a Republican and took an active part in both state and city politics, 
rendering valuable service in many official positions. He was a member of the common 
council in 1859-60, of the state legislature in 1867, of the board of aldermen in 1869-70, 
and was mayor of the city in 1876-77. He became chairman of the Republican state com- 
mittee in 1881-82. He was chosen presidential elector in 1884. 

Major Stott was one of the best known men in Lowell. Noted for energy in any 
cause he undertook and the unfailing geniality of his personality, he counted among his 
friends an ever widening circle. His home life was charming and his public life stainless. 
In his death this Grand Body loses one more of its old-time leaders and his associates a 
valued friend. 

Simple but impressive services were held at 2.30 o’clock Sunday, November 3, at 
the family residence. The house was filled to overflowing by a gathering that represented 


but a small portion of the many friends that Major Stott had made in his long and useful 


life of service in Lowell, including delegations from many fraternal and civic bodies that 


counted him among their esteemed members. Rev. Allan Conant Ferrin, pastor of 
the High Street Congregational Church, assisted by Rev. Appleton Grannis, rector 
of St. Anne’s Episcopal Church, conducted the services, which were marked by a sim- 
plicity characteristic of the life of the deceased. The Weber male quartet of Boston 
assisted. At the grave Post 42, G.A.R., performed their military services and taps was 
sounded. 

The delegations present represented the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, the Lowell cemetery trustees, Post 42, G.A.R., directors 
of the Lowell Mutual Fire Insurance Co., trustees of Rogers Hall school, Massachusetts 
Mutual Fire Insurance Union, Pilgrim Commandery, Royal Arch Chapter, Kilwinning 
Lodge, A. F. and A. M., and Ahasuerus Council. The city was represented by His Honor 
Mayor James E. O’Donnell and the city council. 


The honorary bearers were C. C. Hutchinson, F. W. Kittredge, A. G. Cumnock, 
A. G. Pollard, N. W. Norcross, C. L. Knapp, E. E. Sawyer, C. W. Whidden and Joseph 
Peabody. The active bearers were members of the various Masonic bodies, and were 
Arthur D. Prince, Major Charles J. Noyes, Frank L. Weaver, James F, Savage, Herbert 
C. Taft, Frank K. Stearns, Charles H. Hobson and Charles E. Bartlett. 

As a tribute of respect to our beloved Frater it is hereby ordered that the banners, 
jewels and altars of this Grand Commandery be draped in mourning for ninety days and 
that the mourning be worn on the jewels, banners and altars of each subordinate Com- 
mandery for a like period. 

This Order will be read at the head of the lines in each body at the next regular Con- 


clave after its receipt and be spread in full upon the records.

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Commandery, and all subordinate Commanderies of the 
States of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, and to the Fraters of sister Jurisdictions. 


Again it is my sorrowful duty to officially announce the death of an honored frater 
and friend, which occurred at his home at Watertown, Mass., Saturday, December 7, 1912. 


Another brilliant star has ceased to shine, but its reflection will continue to light up 
and brighten our way. 


Right Eminent Sir Lafayette G. Blair was born May 8, 1849, in Cumberland, Md., 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. David G. Blair. He died at his home, 50 Bailey Road, Watertown, 
Mass., at 11.15 a.m. December 7, being the third Past Grand Commander of the Grand 
Commandery, K. T., to be taken by death within a year. Mr. Blair was a resident of the 
town for many years, having served the city as one of its selectmen. He was a distin- 
guished citizen and a prominent member of the bar. 

His father came from Waynesboro, Pa., and his mother was Miss Mary J. Pierpont 
of Baltimore, formerly of Virginia. There were five other children, Miss Mary P. Blair 
of Cambridge, Charles W. of Eureka, Ark., Wesley G. of St. Louis, Frank S. of Kansas 
City, Mo., and David I., who is also living in the West. 

The parents moved to Kansas City when Mr. Blair was in his youth and he was brought 
up in that city. He came East in 1870 and entered Phillips Exeter Academy, graduating 
in 1874. He was of the Harvard class of 1878 and from that university he received the 
degree of A.B. He studied law in Boston University, also in the office of Hale & Walcott, 
and was admitted to the bar in 1881. He has practiced in Boston ever since and had an 
office in the Tremont Building. He was married June 30, 1887, to Miss Emma Augusta 
Coon, in Cambridge, Rev. Dr. Peabody officiating. Mrs. Blair is living, with two sons, 
Pierpont, born June 7, 1888, a graduate of Harvard, ’11, and Floyd Gilbert, born March 
30, 1891, a Harvard senior. 

In Freemasonry Mr. Blair had attained the 32d Degree in the Scottish Rite and 
had become prominent in the craft, capitular and templar bodies. He was enrolled in 
Mt. Olivet Lodge of Cambridge, November 21, 1878, and six years later was chosen its 
presiding officer. He declined election for a second term. He was high priest of Cambridge 
R. A. Chapter in 1889 and 1890, and was made a life member in the latter year. He joined 
that body June 9, 1882. 

From March 1, 1886, when he was knighted in Joseph Warren Commandery, K. T., 
of Roxbury, his rise in templary was steady. He was designated a Captain of the Guard 
in 1886 and 1887, and was Warden the two following years. He dimitted to become a 
charter member of Cambridge Commandery September 1, 1890, and was its first General- 
issimo. In 1891 and 1892 he was the Eminent Commander. His first office in the Grand 
Commandery was that of Grand Lecturer, to which he was appointed in 1903, and he was 

successively Sword Bearer and Standard Bearer, His first election was to the position of 
Grand Junior Warden and he passed upward year by year, until he was chosen Grand 
Commander at the annual conclave in 1911, retiring last October. Of the Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island Association of Knight Templar Commanders he was vice-president in 


1899 and president the next two years. 


The Scottish Rite bodies to which he gave allegiance were Boston Lafayette Lodge of 
Perfection, fourteenth degree; Giles F. Yates Council, P. of J., sixteenth degree; Mt. 
Olivet Chapter of Rose Croix, eighteenth degree; Massachusetts Consistory, thirty-second 
degree, the latter since April 28, 1905. 

He joined Aleppo Temple of the Mystic Shrine December 3, 1903. Putnam Lodge, 
A. F. & A. M., South Shore Commandery and Quincy Commandery, K. T., conferred 
honorary membership upon him. As Grand Commander he signed the charter of the 
latter organization. 

Mr. Blair was a member of the Boston and Middlesex Bar Associations, the Boston 
Club and Harvard Club and an associate member of Edward W. Kinsley Post, G.A.R. 

In keeping with the expressed wish of Past Grand Commander Lafayette G. Blair, 
his funeral was conducted under the direction of the Grand Commandery, K. T. The 
services took place at the family home Wednesday, December 11, and were very largely 
attended by members of the various Masonic organizations with which Mr. Blair had been 


affiliated. 


There were, in addition, men prominent in professional and business circles, all of 


whom were intimately acquainted with him, for he was one of the prominent members 


of the Boston bar. Among the residents of his town Mr. Blair was held in the highest 
esteem, as was attested by the large number of neighbors who assembled to pay their last 
tribute of respect. 

The parlor where the body reposed was massed with flowers of various designs, the 
most noticeable being those emblematic of the branches of Masonry to which Mr. Blair 
had given allegiance. These were from the Grand Commandery, Cambridge, Gethsemane, 
Joseph Warren, Quincy and South Shore Commanderies, K. T.; Mt. Olivet Lodge, of 
which he was a Past Master; Cambridge R. A. Chapter, over which he had presided; 
Pequossette Masonic Lodge, B. H. L., Masonic Club, Aleppo Temple of the Mystic Shrine, 
Harvard Chapter of Acacia and Class of 78, Harvard University. 

A special conclave of the Grand Commandery was held in the Masonic Temple, Bos- 
ton, and the Grand Officers arrived in Watertown shortly before the time set for the funeral.
